Annual  Report  for  1942, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report 
on  the  Puhllc  Health  work  carried  out  by  me  in  the  Bourne  Urban 
District,  this  being  for  the  year  1942,  Once  again  only  a 

brief  summary  is  submitted.  ^ 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal,  No  change.  Application 

for  a mecPianicai  veHicle  in  substitution  of  the  obsolete  and 
uneconomical  horse-drawn  method  of  collection  v\/as  again  refused, 
and  collections  are  only  maintained  with  difficulty. 

Salvage.  The  difficulties  attending  the  method  of  refuse 

collection  apply  also  to  the  salvage  collections.  In  spite 

of 'these  difficulties,  very  satisfactory  results  were  obtained, 
due  in  no  small  measure  to  the  work  of  the  Children's  Salvage 
Corps,  and  to  the  co-operation  of  the  Refuse  Collectors  and  other 
of  the  Department's  employees. 

Upwards  of  132-tons  of  Salvage  of  various  kinds  and  12,200 
bottles  and  jars  were  collected  and  disposed  of  for  £653.11,6-g-. 
This  brings  the  total  value  of  Salvage  collected  in  the  three 
years  to  £1,121, 19. ll-J-. 

Sevyerage  and  Sev\/age  Disposal,  No  change ,_  The  Weir  Dike 

was  cleansed  by  the  Biaclc  Sluice  Internal  Drainage  Board  in 
accordance  with  the  arrangement  referred  to  in  my  last  Annual 
Report . 


Three  privies  were  converted  into  V/ater  Closets, 


Slaughterhouses,  The  Government  Central  Slaughterhouse,  and 

Krondyke  Ab at t o i r for  the  slaughter  of  horses  for  human  consumption 
have  continued  to  operate.  The  Central  Slaughterhouse  still 

stands  in  need  of  improvement,  particularly  to  the  floor  and  drains, 
but  so  far  nothing  effective  has  been  done,  although  the  attention 
of  the  appropriate  Department  has  been  called  to  these  matters. 
Considerable  improvements  have  been  effected  at  the  Klondyke 
Abattoir  by  the  installation  of  overhead  runners,  offal  rails,  etc. 


Meat  and  Pood.  The  carcases  of  all  animals  passing  through  the 
C e nt r al  Si au ght erhou s e were  inspected,  as  were  also  those  passing 
through  the  Klondyke  Abattoir,  Details  are  as  follows  :-

The  total  vjeight  of  meat  and  offals  condemned  at  the  two 
Slaughterhouses  was  18-tons .2-cwts ,3-qrs . 12-lbs . 

Fresh,  frozen,  and  tinned  meat  was  inspected  at  the  W.M.S.A, 
Depot,  and  9-cwts ,11-lbs , were  condemned. 
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Various  tinned  foods  were  examined  at  Retail  Shops ^ and 
some  IR-'OWts,  Gondemned„ 

Tuberoulosis  in  Milko  Regular  returns  have  been  made  sirioe 

June  to  tlie  Couhty  .Council  Health  Department  of  c'jvi/s  and  bulls 
found  at  the  Slaughterhouse  to  be  affected  v^lth  tuberculosis  ^ with 
a vievif  to  tracing  the  herds  from  v;hich  these  animals  have  come 
and  taking  bulk  samples  of  milk  tr '’discover  the  presence  or 
othervi/ise  of  any  further  animals  in  xhe  herd  giving  tubercular 
m.llk .

were  '"served. 

One  of  the  Statutory  nbtices  concerned  a serious  water 
shortage  which  developed  in  thr  Hamlet  of  Gawthorpe,  owing  to 
the  bore  which  supplied  six  houses  becoming  defective,  A 

notice  under  Section  133  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  was  se:'’ved 
on  the  Owner’s  Agents,  who  lodged  an  appeal  to  the  Minister  of 
Health  on  loth  Hovember,  The  Minister’s  decision  has  not 

yet  been  given. 

Compj.aints.  27  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with. 


Inspections  0 84  inspections  were  carried  out. 


Housing,  One  house  v\/as  demolished,  and  a Demolition 

Or d e i^^l a c e d on  another  under  the  Housing  Act  1936,  Pour 

houses  were  -closed  by  their  Ow'ners  pending'  either  demolicion  or 
reconstruction. 

General,  The  work  of  the  Department  has  continued 

s’alTsflictorily,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  the  times. 

Duties  attaching  to  my  office  have  not  become  less  and  it  is 
not  alyyays  possible  to  give  as  prompt  attention  to  some  matters 
as  one  would  wish.  Building  labour  is  even  more  scarce  than 

a year  agO;,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  secure  early  attention  t,o 
housing  defects j but  nothing  of  a very  serious  nature  is  out- 
standing, 

I acknowledge  once  again  t*he  assistance  rendered  to  me 
by  yourself  and  by  the  Members  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council.
